EDITORIAL 


THE CHRISTIAN HOPE 
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IT WILL NOT SAVE CIVILIZATION EXCEPT BY SAVING THE SOUL OF THE INDIVIDUAL 


A gigantic assertion will be made at Evanston, Ill. this 
summer when Protestants of 48 nations meet in the 
second World Council of Churches. It is that Jesus 
Christ is the only hope of the world today. In choosing 
this great theme, the World Council seems to have 
assumed, first, that the world is sick of its own “hope- 
lessness and false hopes”: and second, that the Chris- 
tian hope has been clearly defined for the world. Neither 
of these assumptions will bear much examination; but 
the theme itself is worth any amount. 

Is our world more than usually hopeless of its own 
future? There is little evidence of it. The general fear 
of annihilation by H-bomb is not desperate; it takes the 
form of barking for action, as you would expect of any 
healthy anin whose instinct of self-preservation is 
unimpaired. The atom has not recruited many members 
for the end-of-the-world religious sects. Even the men- 
ace of Communism, for all its earmarks of an 
has not terrorized its Western prey like frozen rabbits: 
it has instead either adrenalized them into resist 
soothed them into the hope—deluded but not des- 
perate—of adapting somehow to Communism as a huge 
new fact. The one statistical measure of despair, the 
suicide rate, shows no meaningful trends. 

Perhaps despair is a human constant. What then of 
false hopes? Man always harbors plenty but he has 
lately managed to shed a few. The doctrine of auto- 
matic progress, which so warped the 19th Century's 
picture of itself, has all but vanished. System builders, 
even reformers are in rather short supply. 
's everywhere seem unusually conservative and 
skeptical, less easily stampeded today than yesterday or 
tomorrow. Yet the world seems not to miss its f 
hopes, and could perhaps do well enough without an: 
as did the ancient Stoics with their “bear and forbear. 

So the World Council of Churches will find no extra- 
eager audience for its great theme of Christian hope. 
Moreover some hearers have perhaps already heen dis- 
couraged by a conflict of definitions. Churchmen are 
talking of “the theological fog bank headed toward 
Evanston.” At a time when Protestantism is rich in 
good theologians, why this confusion? 


The reason is that Christian hope is concerned with 
the greatest of all mysteries— eschatology, or the science 
of last things: the Second Coming, the Day of Judg- 
ment, the end of the world. The Christian hope is noth- 
ing less than the hope of heaven, and this hope is cen- 
tral to Christian faith. But in showing man the path to 
heaven, the Gospels themselves are ambiguous. 

The early Christians lived under the exciting cer- 
tainty of an imminent Day of Judgment. As Gibbon put 
it, “the secret cause of their security (was) the expecta- 
tion that, before the conversion of mankind was ac- 
complished, war, government, the Roman Empire, and 
the world itself. would be no more.” Centuries of un- 
judged history have, of course, attenuated this vivid 
conception. Theologians came to accept man’s “revised 
situation” and said the early Christians were plain 
wrong. The concrete Christian hope of a climax in his- 
tory gave way to vaguer hopes for the improvement of 
mankind’s lot on earth, and even to that travesty of 
hope, a diffuse optimism about the nature of man. 

But in recent years the “neo-orthodox” theologians 
have revived the Day of Judgment. Without dating it, 
they remind us that all Christians are under judgment 

y hour. Without explicitly brandishing the H-bomb, 
they insist on the futility and built-in sinfulness of all 
human achievements. Karl Barth, the rigorous Sw 


theologian, declares not only that “men never were 
good, are not good, and never will be good,” but also 
that “the whole conception of a Christian civili: 
in the West has been piteously exposed as an illu 
His “religion fashioned for the catacombs,” as Niebuhr 
calls it, seems to send us back to the First Century 
for salvation. 

Well, it is an invigorating place to go. It was in fact 

the century in which our civilization was born. Rome 
was our parent, and lives in us still. The Christians 
(despite the subversive role assigned them by Gibbon) 
did not kill Rome; they built a greater Rome. But here 
is the paradox of their stupendous historical achieve- 
ment: while creating Western civilization, their minds 
were on something else. 
. Paul preached a “law-free gospel,” that Chris 
tians could claim unprecedented liberty of thought and 
action. This was the unintended but indispensable seed 
of the political liberty we know today. But Paul would 
not let this liberty be abused; he coupled his defiance 
e Roman emperor with admonitions for responsi- 
i he told his Christians they must 
because they would one day rule the 
world. And so they do now, a large part of it; they now 
have full political responsibility, which is the other 
part of their “revised situation.” 


Can Christians discharge this responsibility and still 
be faithful to the Gospels? The task is not so different 
from what Paul taught them. Our world can best be 
defended if it is continually renewed and corrected and 
occasionally defied. “For when they shall say, Peace and 
safety, then sudden destruction cometh,” said Paul. 
He boasted that he had engraved his message not on 
stone but on living men and women, He armed th 
with “the shield of faith and love, and on our heads 
the helmet of hope.” 

Then as now it was the greatest of all hopes: that 
every man who believes and works for God can share 
the perfection and immortality of his Son. This promi 
has not changed the circumstances of human existence, 
nor the flawed nature of man. What has been changed 
is the life of each Christian. The Christian uses more 
fully the talents God gave him, “knowing that your 
labor is not in vain in the Lord,” whether or not it pans 
out on this earth. The Christian’s life reminds others, 
whether Christian or not, that “the manifestation of 
the spirit is given to every man,” and that this call must 
be answered as well as we know how. 

To those whose theology makes them impatient either 
for Judgment Day or for some evidence of human im- 
provement, there seems to be an implied rebuff in what 
F.D. Nichol calls “the endlessly increasing total of 
good men’s tombstones.” These stones may or may not 
point toward God’s final victory over sin and death; 
what matters is that in each case goodness was a per- 
sonal achievement and heaven doubtless a personal re- 
ward. Like corals building the Great Barrier Reef, all 
these Christians created our Western civilization as the 
unplanned by-product of their personal hope and labor. 
Simple piety tells us not to despise such a by-product; 
but if we really wish to defend and extend it, to make it 
a “continuing city,” we can do so only by imitating the 
builders, whose real hope was elsewhere. 

‘The Christian champions of a Christian civilization 
are not answerable for or to that civilization, but to 
God alone. And the glory of the Christian hope is that 
it is not offered to “the world,” but to living men and 
women for a life beyond.

BLAKE RETELLS SACRED STORY IN MYSTIC ART AND WORDS 


Arounp 1795 the English poet-painter William Blake was 
seized with a vision encompassing the great Easter drama, 
Christ’s Crucifixion and resurrection from the tomb. Driv- 
en by his vision, Blake re-created Christ’s sacrifice in an 
allegorical poem called The Four Zoas, Blake’s name for 
reason, energy, desire and emotion. Then in a series of 
watercolors he portrayed the events in glimmering, rev- 
erent scenes as mystical as the poem to which they related 
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and as unworldly as the vision which had inspired them. 

These works, reproduced here with lines from his poem, 
were spurned by Blake’s contemporaries as the hallucina- 
tions of a “madman.” But the “madness” of his Easter 
allegory is recognized today-as an inspirational approach 
to truth, and the shining spiritual aura of his paintings ap- 
pears as a serene expression of the Easter theme: the tri- 
umph of the spirit over the material realities of the world.

BLAKE WAS ARTIST 
OF ‘INWARD EYE’ 


Throughout his lifetime of nearly 70 years William Blake was 
consumed by visions. At the age of 4, “when God put His 
head to the window,” he ran off screaming. Later he became 
accustomed to seeing angels walking among the haymakers 
and was delighted once to find the prophet Ezekiel beneath 
a tree. His father, a moderately well-to-do London hosier, 
reconciled himself to his son’s odd ways, sent him to art 
school at the age of 10 and later apprenticed him to an en- 
graver. With this training young Blake began his arduous 
career as a printer, engraver, illustrator and poet which pro- 
vided him a modest living. 

In 1782 Blake married the daughter of a market gardener 
after a simple courtship of three sentences. “Do you pity 
me?” he asked. “Yes, indeed I do,” she replied. “Then I love 
you,” said Blake. After teaching his wife to read and write, 
Blake trained her at his own trade, and during the next 45 
years she was always at hand, helping to paint and bind his 
books and sitting near him as he wrote from his visions. These 
poetical writings, which poured forth with torrential rapidity, 
filled more than a dozen volumes which Blake printed him- 
self. Had he not been his own printer, his work might have

When pressed, he ad- 
mitted that his visions were “up here” (pointing to his head), 
seen with his “inward eye.” 

Such explanations failed to satisfy Blake's contemporaries, 
who were shocked not only by his “fancies” but by his opin- 
ions. A fiery champion of freedom and individuality, he was a 
revolutionary in politics, religion, morals and art. He wrote 
poems about America and the French Revolution, donned a 
liberty cap and called himself a “liberty boy.” Like modern 
psychologists, he believed in freedom from repression. (He 
advocated a concubine system though he never adopted it 
himself.) He looked on Christ as the symbol of unrestrained 
love, as the opponent of convention and authoritarian reli- 
gion and, above all, Art, said Blake, is a means 


assic lines and mystic spirit was out of 
fashion with the romantic school of his day, but in its mon- 
umental grace it shares in the great traditions of Western 
art. His poetry—best remembered in “Tiger, tiger, burning 
bright””—has fresh though baftling beauty which places it in 
the highest rank of English literature.

The meat, fish and vegetables on the opposite page suggest the wide 
range of food that can be curried.

BECK FIRST JOINED A UNION AT 20 WHEN HE DROVE THIS LAUNDRY TRUCK 


Once called Goon No. 1, Dave Beck adds respectability to his power as head of world’s biggest union 
by ROBERT COUGHLAN 


HERE is a new building going up in Washington, D.C. ina wonder- 

ul location. On the top will be a commodious penthouse. There is 
not a better view in Washington than the occupant of this penthouse 
will have; across the parklike lawns, a sweep of the Senate office 
reat dome of the Capitol and, on the other side, the old 
House office building—all the majesty of the U.S. government in a 
panorama of stirring symbolism. And the legislators in their turn, as 
they journey to and from their offices, will have a view of the ne 
white, handsome building and no doubt will look at it with admira- 
tion, although perhaps with speculation and, from time to time, even 
with a certain uneasy awe. 

The new building will be the headquarters of the International 
Brotherhood of Teamsters, Chauffeurs, Warehousemen and Helpers. 
of America, the biggest and one of the richest and most powerful la- 
bor unions in the world. The penthouse will be occupied by the offices 
of Dave Beck, the president of the union. 

Now it is true. of course, that other big unions have established 
headquarters in Washington, but there is a feeling in labor and gov- 
ernment that the Teamsters’ move is an augury of Beck's future ac- 
tivities. And Beck's past and present activities have already been 
enough to worry many people in government, in management, but 
particularly in organized labor itself. In the year and a half since he 
became the Teamsters’ president he has, for instance: 
> Been the center of rumors that he was out to unseat George Meany 
and take over the presidency of the A. F. of L.; 
> Been the center of other rumors—many of which seem to have 
been set afloat from the Teamsters’ offices—that he would like to 
start a third labor confederation, with John L, Lewis and th 
and David MeDonald and the workers as his allie 
> Announced that he.might o a third political 
party modeled somewhat on Britain’s, unless labor | 
modeled to conform to his views; 
> Rejected the “no-raiding” agreement which the A.F. of L. high 
command had designed to end jurisdictional quarrels among federa- 
tion member unions and prevented the full implementation of a no- 
raiding agreement between the A.F. of L. and the C.1.0., thereby 
guaranteeing intra-union and intrafederation warfare for years to 
come; 

» Allied himself with George Meany, his supposed enemy, to create 
a new dock union to take over longshoremen in New York and other 
places from the old, corrupt International Longshoremen’s Associa- 
tion, thereby opposing his supposed ally, John L. Lewis, who has be- 
friended the latter, and precipitating a wild and bloody jurisdictional 
strike on the New York waterfront; 

» Suspended the leadership of several dozen Teamster locals on 
grounds of malfeasance and corruption, installing “trusteeships” un- 
der men answerable directly to him instead; 

> Been restrained by a federal judge during this process for using 
“un-American methods”; 

» Fractured the C.I.0. United Brewery Workers Uni 
off with 11 of its locals representing 10,000 members: 
» Declared. “I don’t give a damn what Reuther thinks! Who the 
hell is Walter Reuther to me?”

And so forth, until other labor leaders are jittery from wondering 
what Beck will say or do next. 

A current and choice topic of speculation among them is Beck's 
intentions on the New York waterfront. His position there, officially, 
is as one among five trustees appointed by George Meany to supervise 
the new longshoremen’s union until such time as it is well estab- 
lished and ready to elect its own officers. In fact, however, the ap) 
tus for breaking the power of the old I.L.A. hinged on the role of the 
‘Teamsters: they recruited for the new union and ran cargo through 
the picket lines of the old union. Caught in a squeeze play between 
the Teamsters and the Seafarers Union (one of whose officers, Paul 
Hall. is another trustee), smothered by a federal court no-strike in- 
junction and other legal attacks from the state and national govern- 
ments. the LL.A. lost its strike and may be on the edge of ruin, 

All that Beck hopes to gain from the f he has said, is ju- 
risdiction over a few hundred men who load and unload cargo from 
trucks—and, of course, the satisfaction of ridding the waterfront of 
“graft, corruption, and racketeering.” In the meantime, though, 
00 lumberyard workers, formerly enrolled under the [.L.A., have 
been given a Teamsters charter. Other labor men take this as a mp- 
tom of a larger plan for gradual encroachment on waterfront juri 
tions. Some believe Beck may be aiming eventually to swallow the 
new longshoremen’s union or, as a minimum objective, to make it 
subservient to him. This in turn would give him a club to use against 
certain Teamster locals in New York which have opposed him in the 
past and which are resisting his attempts to centralize union power in 
his own hands. To use the loyal Teamsters units against the old long- 
shoremen’s union, to use the new longshoremen’s union against the 
ters units—that seems to be the strategy. As for the 
Beck declares he has none. Others suspect that it is 


master plan, 
nothing less than integrated control of the New York waterfront. 


EcK has been equally disconcerting in his attitude toward manage- 

ment. It is an open scandal, affirmed by Beck himself in bull-like 
tones, that he likes management. He does not think that the employ- 
ers of his 1.5 million members are trying to underpay and overwork 
them. He sees nothing intrinsically wrong, or at least unforgivable, 
in the fact that a man is an employer. He has even announced, “Some 
of my best friends are employers.” Beck carries this humane atti- 
tude to extraordinary lengths: 

When the Fruehauf Trailer Company, a firm that builds many of 
the truck trailers that Teamster members drive, found itself pressed 
for liquid capital last year, Beck and the Teamsters came to the rescue 
with a loan of $1.5 million at 4%. 

In the trucking industry’s vendetta with the railroads, it is not a 
management man but Beck himself who leads the protrucking forces. 
As chairman of the Independent Advisory Committee to the Trucking 
Industry Inc., a lobbying and public relations front supported by 
both union and management, he recently informed Postmaster Gen- 
eral Arthur Summerfield that the government could save $100 million 
a year by using trucks for short-haul mail transportation, and charged 
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SIGNS OF STRIFE record some of the strikes in which Beck has been in- 
volved.

Beck thinks often of the consumer. And consumers would be well 
advised to think about Beck. By his estimation, ‘Trucking, as an 
industry, has now reached the status of being responsible for about 
one job in every seven in the country. Nine million four hundred 
thousand people are employed in the motor transport industries. Fifty 
thousand communities are dependent on truck transportation.” Ac- 
tually this is a modest appraisal of his real power. Beck, by his control 
of the Teamsters union, conceivably could bring the nation’s trade to 
a halt almost overnight. Not that he is ever likely to do 80: “TL may 
not be the smartest fella in the world,” he often says, “but my 
mother didn’t raise any crazy children.” The hypothetical power 
is there, however, like the President's power to order the hydro- 
gen bomb dropped, and is something awesome to contemplate. 

Who is Dave Bee! 

He is a bald, pink-faced, heavily muscled, 200-pound former laun- 
dry truck driver, now 59 years old, happily married, father of a grown 
son. His full name is David Daniel Beck. He owns, among oth 
erties, a substantial brick house in a fashionable section of 
where he lives (when he can get away from Washington) sedately and 
with no vices or even any particular diversions: he neither drinks nor 
smokes, although he does swear. He is a past Honorary Deputy Grand 
Exalted Ruler of the northwest district of the Elks. He is also an 
Eagle, a former officer of the American Legion and a former president 
of the board of regents of the University of Washington. On a vote, 
he probably would be named Seattle's most distinguished citizen. 

Obviously Beck fits no previous pattern, considered from any point 
of view. He no more resembles the old craft-union leadership typified 
by such dinosaurs as Harry Bates of the Bricklayers Union then he 
does the new, politically minded, intellectually soph ated leaders 
ich as Walter Reuther. In a good many ways, however, his career, 
motivations, his methods and his outlook on life are reminiscent 
of a breed that once roamed freely in his part of the country—the 
empire builders like Stanford, Hill and Weyerhaeuser, who, as much 
for the fun as for the money, rose by hook and by crook to summits 
of personal power. 

Lemuel Beck, his father, a native of Tennessee, came out to Cali- 
fornia as a young man. He had no special trade but became an aue- 
tioneer in and around San Francisco, where he met and married Mary 
Tierney. They settled for a while in Stockton, and there David was 
born on June 16, 1894, to be followed 16 months later by the only 
other child, a girl, whom they named Rita and who now works on 
the switchboard at the Teamsters Joint Council Building in Seattle. 
When Dave was 4 the family moved to Seattle, where Lemuel Beck 
went into the carpet business. He was a hard worker, a robust, aggres- 
sive man who stood 5 feet 10 and weighed about 240 pounds. Dave. 
looking back, believes that he resembles his father in nearly every 
way, even to an identical baldness. The exception was business judg- 
ment. ‘We were always poor—we were very, very poor. If it hadn't 
been for my mother handling what money there was, we would have 
starved.” 

Mary Beck went to work in a laundry to help make ends meet, and 
Dave remembers sitting outside on the steps with his sister until late 
at night waiting for her to finish. Dave peddled newspapers, caught 
fish and sold them, and sold trees at Christmas time; sometimes, he 
remembers, he and his father would fish in nearby Lake Union for 
something to eat that day. Dave was a good boy and an earnest one. “I 
never smoked, never played a game of pool, and I never drank. I don’t

know why, I just didn’t. Instead I used to £0, off alone and read. For 
some reason I always had a great love to read.’ At the end of his third 
year in high school he left to work in a laundry, on an inside job at 
first and a few years later as a truck driver. From that event, much 
was to follow. 

Unionism was much in the air in Seattle in those days. The ‘Team- 
sters, badly organized but ambitious even then, went out on strike in 
1913. They lost but soon recovered their momentum and set out to 
organize, among others, the laundry workers. Beck needed no per- 
suasion: the split hours, poor pay and bad conditions under which 
his mother had worked for so many years and which he now experi- 
enced made him a charter member of the new laundry local. In 1917 
the laundry workers struck, and won. Beck had been active in the 
strike and was elated by the victory. When the great Mike Casey, West 
Coast representative of the Teamsters International, came up from 
San Francisco to present the local with its charter, Beck was moved 
to make a speech. Casey listened and commented, more prophetically 
than he could have known, “Who is that redheaded fellow? He's a 
fine speaker. That's a fellow who's going places.” 

After a hiatus during the war, when Beck served in the Navy, he re- 
turned to his laundry route and before long was making $100 a week. 
With equal energy he applied himself to self-improvement: he en- 
rolled for extension courses at the University of Washington, even- 
tually finishing law, commercial law, economics, business administra- 
tion, history and English. He read books, mostly the autobiographies 
of successful men. He became a classy rhetorician, his conversation 
studded with polysyllabic words and dignified redundancies. He was 
planning to go into business for himself, But he remained an ardent 
union man and took a leading part in the laundry workers’ affairs. 
One oldtimer s “I can’t remember the time when Dave Bec! 
wasn't making a speech. He used to hammer away on just one subject, 
‘Organize.’ ” By 12 ‘3 he had been elected president of the ‘Teamsters 
Joint Council, an association of all the locals in the state. The next 
year he was elected secretary-treasurer of his own local. The follow- 

ng year, when the Teamsters held their international convention in 
Seattle, Beck was put in charge of the arrangements. Thus he met 
Dan Tobin, Teamsters’ general president. 


Offer from the other side 


LEARLY, Beck was a man on the rise: Tobin was not the only one 

to see that. Lewis Schwellenbach and Robert Macfarlane (the first 
would eventually become Secretary of Labor, the other president of 
the Northern Pacific Railway) were law partners in Seattle then, with 
some big laundries among their clients, and they were on the verge of 
merging several laundries into a chain. They offered Beck the job as 
general manager of the new combine. He was flattered and greatly 
tempted. He was married by then (to Dorothy Leschander, daughter 
of a former whaleman and Klondike prospector who had settled down 
as superintendent of a Seattle office building) and had become a father. 
He wanted money and needed security, but he wanted to stay with 
the union. He took his dilemma to Mike Casey, who in turn took it 
up with Dan Tobin, who offered him a job as part-time general organ- 
izer for the International. Beck accepted, and a few months later be- 
came a full-time organizer in charge of the whole Pacific Northwest 
and British Columbi 

This was in 1926. Relations between workers and employers were 
raw and sensitive in Seattle and throughout the Northwest. Only 
a few years earlier Seattle had had a general strike—the first_gen- 
eral strike in U.S. history. The International Workers of the World, 
the “Wobblies,” during the preceding years had invaded the lumber 
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camps and sawmills with their radical doctrines and “activist” 
tactics, setting off pitched battles with plug-uglies hired by the 
employers. 

In this atmosphere of political militancy, Beck was an anomaly. 
He considered the Wobblies demented. He had no strong political 
feelings one way or the other, but he believed in the capitalist 5) 
tem, and his objective was simply to get more of its fruits for his 
members, It was clear to him that the best way to go about this 
was to organize everyone and everything in sight and so be able to 
bargain collectively with the employers, who were not bad men but 
who, quite naturally, were not going to pay any more than they 
had to. Beck would have thought them as crazy as the Wobblies 
if they did. 

If Beck found anything to dislike about the free enterprise sys- 
tem, it was its untidiness. Competition made the price structure 
atic, which in turn tended to make the wage structure erratic, 
frequently to the harm of Teamster members. In 1927, reflecting 
Beck’s disapproval of this condi- 
tion, the laundry drivers’ local 
signed a contract with the Laun- 
dry Association providing that 
the drivers’ commissions be 
based on a uniform price list. 
‘The laundries were free to charge 
any amount they wanted to for 
the service, or Beck said, to 

“give it away” if they wanted 
to, but the haves would col- 
lect a standard fee. Beck has com- 
mented, “Wages are 42% of the 
total cost of operation in laun- 
dries. This demand of the un- 
ion went a long way toward set- 
ting up a fair competitive strue- 
ture in the laundries. Thus the 
laundry busin ss came to a sta- 
bilized "To some peo- 
ple the arrangement looked like, 
price fixing or even carte 
but the courts decided it was not. 
Beck went on to ¥ 
number of other industrie: 
ing the following years. 

Despite his pristine intentions, Beck found himself progressively 
more and more distrusted by employers and public during his first 
decade of organizing work. He soon managed to organize the “over- 
the-road” drivers, the men who drove the big trucks up and down 
the coast, into a Highway Drivers Council. Employers guessed 
uneasily (and correctly) that he was preparing a weapon to whip 
them all into line on pain of having their freight deliveries cut off. 
There were many instances of violence as his subordinates went 

put their work—mysterious accidents on the premises of “un- 
fair” employers, a cut-rate dry cleaning establishment blown up, 
trucks upset, taxicabs rammed by cars equipped with steel-rail 
bumpers. Beck was piously averse to such methods and blamed 
them on the hotheaded nature of some of the members. But too, 
as he would later say, “Those were the days when employers were 
using every dirty method they could think of. Naturally, if they 
wanted to fight that way, labor had to fight back.” 

‘The nadir of Beck’s prestige came in 1936 when the Newspaper 
Guild at the Seattle Post-Intelligencer went out on strike and he 
dispatched a troop of heavy-handed truck drivers to join the picket 
line. ‘They roughed up nonstriking employes and closed the paper 
tight. William Randolph Hearst, the owner, put his editorial writ- 
ers on the air with violent denunciations, and the rival Seattle 
Times wrote indignantly, “How do you like the look of Dave 
Beck’s gun? The shame of it!” Beck sued both papers and four 
radio stations for a total of $800,000 for libel and defamation of 
character and settled out of court for $25,000. 

From public goon No. 1, as many people in Seattle were dis- 
posed to regard him, Beck miraculously within a few years tra ie 
formed himself into something nearer public benefactor No. 

In this he was greatly aided by Harry Bridges, pro- Con ai 
head of the West Coast longshoremen. Bridges swung his union 
into the newly formed C.1.O. and in 1937 began his “inland 
march” designed to add warchousemen and eventually, presumably, 
other categories of workers to his domain. (Beck would comment 
later, “I was not cognizant of his intentions, but I knew goddam 
well what he was up to.”) It was a direct challenge to the power of 
Beck and the Teamsters. The result was a limited but bloody civil 
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BATTLE OF THE WAISTLINE is perpetual with Beck. In 1938, appalled 
at weighing 214 pounds, he put on a big campaign of dieting, road work near 
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war. The longshoremen’s favorite weapon was the cargo hook, the 
Teamsters favored sawed-off baseball bats and their searaen al- 
lies (under the A.F. of L, Sailors’ Union led by Harry Lundeberg, 
who hated Bridges) often used window-sash chain wound around 
their fists. Beck and his men won the war and in the process earned 
the gratitude of inland employers who, little as they liked him and 
his union, feared Bridges much more. 

One employer and trade association after another tumbled into 
the Teamsters’ commodious and only too receptive arms. ‘The 
C.LO. had designs on the retail clerks. Quickly the clerks found 
themselves urged by their bosses to join a new union set up by 
Beck with headquarters housed in the Teamsters’ building. Bridges 
had made a speech at the University of Washington predicting 
the end of the employer class. Beck rejoined in a speech: “I do not 
subscribe in the slightest degree to the claim that there is no place 
in the economic and social life of our country for employers.” 
Later: “Yes, we work with industry. We positively admit it. But 
no man alive can say he paid Dave Beck 5¢ for the conduct or reg- 
ulation of his business." “No man can say there is a single Com- 
munist in our group. If any Communist sticks his head up we'll 
throw him out.” 

Moreover, as the businessmen learned, Beck kept his contracts. 
To Beck’s enemies they were “sweetheart contracts”—sellouts to 
the bosses. To the bosses themselves they usually seemed far 
from that. But good or bad, for Beck they had the sanctity of law, 
and he stood ready to mangle any local that tried to wriggle out of 
their terms. As he summed up his point of view only recently, 
“You put your name to that contract and I don’t give a good 
goddam how bad it turns out to be, you live up to it. Because 
your word is the most valuable thing you have got.” 

The year of the Bridges war, 1937, was in another way too a 
crucial and rewarding year in Beck’s career. For a long time he had 
fretted over the condition of southern California and especially 
Los Angeles, traditionally an “open shop” town. But it was 
out of his jurisdiction. In 1937 he became chief organizer for 
the West Coast and promptly moved into action with an in. 
vention of his: “the most brilliant organizing device ever cre- 
ated,” as it has been called. This was the Western Conference 
of Teamsters, 

Until that time the individual locals of the union had almost 
complete autonomy. There was only haphazard cooperation among 
them and little interchange of ideas or information. In earlier 
times this lack of system had been feasible enough, for communi- 
ties were rather self-contained. But with the growth of intercity 
and interregional commerce, Beck saw that union organization 
would have to adapt itself to the changed pattern of the economy. 
The C.1.0.’s “vertical unionism” (erasing craft lines to encom- 
pass all workers in a factory and all factories in an industry) was 
one answer. Beck’s was to throw the Teamsters’ whole 11-state 
area into one huge, centrally controlled combine. Moreover, in 
what was referred to as “protecting the flanks,” the Teamsters 
would organize not only “everything on wheels” but peripheral 
and supporting fields such as filling station operators, parking field 
attendants, et al. 

Beck took Los Angeles like Grant took Richmond—by encircle- 
ment and blockade. Track drivers there could join the union or 
not. But: if trucking companies tried to deliver goods to other 
cities, Beck pointed out, the Teamsters and their affiliates in 
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these places could not be expe ted to handle this ‘hot cargo” at 


the other end. Nor could Los A 


goods f 


merchants expect to receive 
m outside except by union drivers, who of course could 
not be expected to deliver to nonunion establishments. That was 
that. The Teamsters had some 800 members in Los Angeles in 
1937. Today they have 100,000. 

Beck used the same technique his opposition de- 
clares, by flying squads of goons—to break the back of the brewery 
workers’ union in the Northwest. The jurisdictional quarrel had 
been an old one, and the rights and wr matter are too 
tangled and debatable to go into here. The result, in any case, was 
that Beck vowed that the brewery workers, “inside” workers as 
well as truck drivers, must belong to the Teamsters, To make his 
point he embargoed all beer except that made by breweries which 
signed up with him, The fight went on for many months, at the 
end of which Beck inevitably won. All West Coast beer is drunk 
today under his auspic 

Other strange companions soon found themselves “protecting 
the flanks” of the Teamsters: cannery workers, aircraft mechanic 
automobile salesmen, cowpunchers, rag sorters, even optic 
nicians. Beck, although without the political motive of the L.W.W 
seemed to be heading in the direction of “one big union.” At the 
same time he felt competent to judge the merits of the case when 
other unions put on organizing strikes. Often he disapproved. On 
his orders 'Teamster members went through picket lines many 
times. He is credited with eaking” the Oakland general stril 
of 1946 and the big machinists’ strike at the Boeing plant in Seat- 
tle, among others, He demanded and severely enforced intra-union 
solidarity, but he had no interest in “labor solidarity.”

The Wall Street Jour- 
nal, in an article on “Businessman Beck” not long ago, re- 
ported that he is chairman of Northwest Securities Corp. Inc., an 
auto finance company with gross business of more than $2 million 
a year, and the Kellerblock Corp., which built and owns an 18- 
story Seattle apartment building called Grosvenor House. He is also 
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the proprietor of the B & B Investment Co. “which gathers in- 
come created by other Beck enterprises” such as the LBG Realty 
Co. and the DB Investment Corp. Beck owns a filling station 
and a parking lot, both near the Teamsters’ building, and con- 
trols numerous other real estate parcels around the ci 

Beck sees nothing at all extraordinary in his business activities. 
“What the hell,” he commented recently, “if I believed in free 
enterprise, isn’t it natural that I should try to use it for my own 
financial advantage?” Beck believes that other labor leaders should 
go into business too: ‘They'd learn you can’t take everything out 
of the bucket and leave nothing for the employer to live on.” 

Beck began to give his union the benefit of his foresight in 
business matters immediately after becoming president in 1952 
when Tobin retired, “Dave didn’t wait for the body to get cold,” 
a Teamster official remembers. Most of the $30 million treasury 
was invested in government bonds and some $9 million was actu- 
ally lying in banks in savings and checking accounts. Beck hired 
an investment counselor and set about getting the union a higher 
return on its money. 

Since the union constitution forbids buying common stocks or 

other investments of a speculative nature, there were some legal 
questions to be resolved; there still are some. But interest from 
the Teamsters’ portfolio already is $500,000 higher than before. 
Also, during Beck’s tenure, union as- 
= sets have increased by $5 million. 
§ Through the Western Conference, 
Beck had organized his center and his 
flanks so firmly that 30% of Teamste 
whole membership was accounted for 
by his 11 western states, which con- 
tain only 10% of the nation’s popula- 
tion. Pre x these statistics on the 
national scene, he concluded that if 
the rest of the country we well 
organized as the West, the Teamsters. 
would more than double their member- 
ship, from 1'%4 million (in 1952) to 
about 3 million. This became the offi- 
cial goal, with the expectation that it 
could be realized by 1960. To that end 
he set about duplicating the Western Conference intact. 

Already the Central States Conference is a going concern, an 
1 last fall and a Southern Confer- 
ence is currently being organized. At international headquarters 
Beck has created a general staff to guide his regional commanders, 
including an economic research section, a legal department (at the 
last international meeting in Miami there were 22 lawyers in at- 
tendance), and the various ancillary services common to a big 
enterprise.

So far a good deal of thi: ive reorganization is in the 
planning stage. How far Beck succeeds or fails in getting it off 
paper and into actuality will continue to fascinate labor circles. As 
one of Beck's lieutenants has explained, “It’s always been a free 
enterprise union. A guy got a local charter, he was in business. 
There was sort of a no-raiding agreement between Tobin and the 
local leaders. Now they see Beck moving in on them, centralizing, 
taking their authority away from them, and they don’t like it. He 
can’t move too fast or he'd get a revolution on his hands.” 

Already Beck has added some 250,000 members to the Team- 
sters, a substantial part of them simply by swallowing up locals 
from other unions. Naturally this has caused some hard feelings. 
The state C.1.0. in Minnesota, outraged at the loss of the Minne- 
apolis-Honeywell union, published a muckraking series under the 
title “Dave Beck .. . Strike Breaker and Traitor to Trade Union- 
ism.” Such slurs, Beck feels, are the price of progress. He has 
said that the Teamsters are “100% opposed to raiding”; but they 
do insist on- what is rightfully theirs. Beck declares that 50,000 
members who properly come under the Teamsters’ jurisdiction 
are now held in thrall by other unions, whereas “very, very few 
of his members belong elsewhere. For this reason he rejected the

‘The way to get real labor peace, he proposed, was for the offend- 
ing unions—by the Teamsters’ reckoning they include most of the 
big unions in both labor groups—to negotiate on a private, indi- 
vidual basis for exchange of prisoners and subsequent no-raiding 
agreements. Although the general opinion was that the Teamsters’ 
refusal wrecked any immediate chances of the long-discussed merg- 
er between A.F. of L. and C.I.0. and is guaranteed on the con- 
trary to keep labor in a turmoil of jurisdictional quarrels, Beck does 
not agree. He has said, “Our position is very definitely a contribu- 
tion toward unity. We are going to move heaven. jand earth to 
effectuate working arrangements with other uni 

There are those who feel that Beck could more profitably spend 
some time cleaning his newly enlarged house. They point to some 
of the testimony before grand juries and congressional investigat- 
ing committees during the past months. In St, Louis a federal 
grand jury investigating the Labor Health Institute, a Teamster 
medical service headed by Harold J. Gibbons, was so disturbed by 
preliminary findings that it demanded the books of St. Louis Local 
688. Gibbons at first refused and went to jail for contempt of court. 
Information has been presented to the grand jury concerning an- 
other Teamster official, Orville Ring of Kansas City, charging him 
with embezzlement of funds, obtaining money by false pretenses, 
felonious assault and second-degree robbery. A few weeks ago he 
resigned his union office. In Minneapolis, Eugene Williams, ad- 
ministrator of Teamster Local 544’s pension funds, bought him- 
self a bar and grill with money lent fy the fund and also, it ap- 
pears, borrowed from funds left in the office safe. 

In Detroit, William E. Bufalino, president of the service, drivers, 
and helpers division, Local No, 985, is accused of setting up a 
igantic, wicked conspiracy” (as a congressional report calls it) to 
convert the city’s coin-operated machine industry into a racket 
under his dominance. The report further comments that James R. 
Hoffa, head of the Central States Conference of the Teamsters, 
“has been described as the ‘brains’ between this shakedown and 
power grab by Bufalino and his Teamsters Local No. 985. . . . In 

jis testimony, Hoffa was contemptuous in that in three instances 
he refused to answer questions propounded by the committee,” the 
report goes on. “Immediate steps must be taken to avert this trend 
of extortion, gangsterism, and dictatorship by a few selfish and 
power-lustful racketeers who are operating under the guise of be- 
ing labor leaders.” 


Trouble with the Brewery Workers 


ECK, who has said, “I have explicit confidence in Jimmy Hoffa,” 
has taken no action in any of these instances, but is “investigat- 
ing” in Detroit and elsewhere and has plans, he says, to set up cen- 
tral supervision of all local welfare funds. “Our union should be 
as clean as it’s humanly possible to make it,” he has said, “but I 
do not assume that I have the authority or the right on mere 
rumor to take away from individuals thee judiaal processes. . . . 
I will remove any individual if it’s justified and by the same line 
of reasoning I will not remove him until my conscience dictates 
to me that he should be removed.” 

‘The dictates of Beck’s conscience will be watched with interest 
in the case also of certain recent recruits to the Teamsters. Last 
year, with the revival of the old Teamsters-Brewery Workers war, 
11 brewery locals in the east seceded from their parent body and 
joined the Teamsters, led there by Willie Greenstein, the secretary- 
treasurer of the Brewery Workers Joint Board of Greater New 
York, Charles Klare, office secretary of the Joint Board and editor 
of its official publication, and I. Philip Sipser, general counsel of 
the Joint Board. On July 20, 1953, subsequent to the transfer, all 
three men were called to testify before the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities. They were asked whether they were or had 
been members of the Communist party. All three declined to an- 
swer, invoking the protection of the Fifth Amendment. 

When asked about this recently, Beck explained that the brew- 
ery locals had “volunteered” to join the Teamsters who, in their 
friendly fashion, had felt compelled to welcome them. As for Klare 
and Greenstein: “I don’t know this Klare. Who is he? I only met 
Greenstein once some while ago. Right now I wouldn't know Wil- 
lie Greenstein from a bale of hay. All I know is that we took over 
those locals. If anybody can show me an affidavit that Greenstein 
is a Communist, and prove it, I'll throw him out.” As for Sipser, 
he is not a member of the union, Beck points out, and is thus not 
subject to Teamster discipline. And: “What's the Bar Association

doing about him? Why don’t they disbar him? Why judge a labor 
organization by one set of rules and the Bar Association by anoth- 
er? I'll guarantee one thing—Beck will move a hell of a lot 
than the Bar Association will ever do.” Also, Beck believes, using 
the Fifth Amendment is not “basic proof” of Communism. But he 
is, he says, continuing to investigate the situation. 

To those who dislike Beck these equivocations are evidence of 
an ability, as one C.1.0. official has said, to “accommodate himself 
to anything that will increase his membership.” To Beck’s defend- 
ers they appear as tactical maneuvers—feints, deceptions, expe- 
dient temporary retreats—which should not be confused with the 
higher and always pure aims of his grand strategy. An aide has said, 
“t's a matter of how fast can you go? How many enemies can you 
afford to make at a time?” 

The exact nature, the final shape, of that strategy puzzles and 
fascinates friends and enemies alike. What does he want? As for 
the recurrent rumor that he aims to unhorse George Meany as pres- 
ident of the A.F. of L., his answer—when the question was put to 
him on a Meet the Press broadcast—was direct enough: “If you 
were to offer me the presidency of the American Federation of 
Labor tomorrow at five times its salary, I would not accept it under 
any condition. During my lifetime I will never accept it even if it 
were offered.” Nor does he, his close friends believe, have any per- 
sonal—at least any specific—ambitions in national politics. His 
aim would seem to be rather to bend national polities to the ends 
of labor, in particular to the ends of the Teamsters, yet not to the 
ultimate harm, as he would define it, of his friends the employers. 
Perhaps he sees himself in the role of his favorite historical char- 
acter, Abraham Lincoln; not as president but as a statesman who, 
while bringing freedom to the working man, will also bind up the 
wounds of labor-management war and reconcile both sides in an 
enduring peace. Or else. 

‘The current battle on the New York waterfront with the Inter- 
national Longshoremen’s Union is only a major skirmish to Beck. 
In the middle of it he had left New York and flown to Seattle, then 
at the end of March had gone on to Los Angeles, to San Francisco, 
again to Seattle and last week back to Washington. The schedule 
is not unusual: he averages 15,000 miles a month. From a laundry 
route in Seattle his route has become the whole U.S., and he works 
it with the same diligence and drive. 

Then he wanted money. Now, whatever else he may want, he 
wants power. Why? The question was put to an old friend, who 
paid, "Why do cats like catnip? They just like it, that’s all. To Dave 
power is something desirable in itself. He couldn't do without it. 
It’s part of him—so much so he doesn’t even think about it. He 
naturally wants it and gets it.” In a nation on wheels, to control 
“everything on whe of power.
